For practical purposes today, based or. what 1 mow, this means give mo time for 
response on two basis: 1 asked, immediately, end I am the first author in the 
field and the only one continuing hie work.

men he "defended" alone wos guilty, that the evidence was overwhelming, etc# 

Thlo happens to be other th^n truthful, but It jla contrwvwraial, an* the Harris 
poll on the subject, almost entirely suppressed, shows only about 12$ of the 
people, believe there had been no conspiracy. My letter to the Cevett show, after 
efcout'^our months, hoe not been answered. 

Former Attorney General Clark:, who Is perti prls because of his 
actions in office, appeared on the David Frost Show, lie there said thet there 
had J>een no conspiracies in any of the eseaaslnetlona (consistent, for he began this 
profllimatlon the day after Xing was murdered, before any investigation, maintained 
th? same position after the fugitive wes chareed with conspiracy, in an effort 
to exert federal Jurisdiction). 'How, here again, the least th8t cen be said of 
auch * presentation is that it iis controversial, and concern* s vital issue. In 
this/ case, jroat aired a partisan with an enormous personal stake, e man lsrgsly 
responsible “for the misinformation the media disseminates.

It la always time for the casting of motes in e society representing 
itself ea ours does. '*hat you said is correct ana important, end it should be said. 
But unless you and your commission do^ what you can do about some aspects or this 
problem, ell you do when you get on the air with such noble thoughts is present 
yourself ea a decent, concerned men when the record shows you should be assuming 
some of the responsibility. 
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Two things I ask you to consider; into my complaints and, if you 

b lleve they have validity, ask thst I be given time for adequate response on the 
aemw facilities; and eat up an ©.fflc* within your agency to ifcich reaponeibl*, con- 
edrned citlxen* cen turn for help.
